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The coalition between the, Unit- 
ed Farmers and a section of or- 
ganised labor in this Province 
seems to have got into the throes 
of an early dissolution. The alli- 
ance functioned for the purposes 
of the Provincial elections, and 
was largely instrumental in over- 
throwing the Stewart administra- 
tion. That inglorius vietory ap- 
pears to have been the end as well 
as the beginning of its achieve- 
ments. At present the factions are 
rather beyond the parting of the 
ways, and diverging rapidly. In 
Macleod they have broken defi- 
nitely, and both are 
candidates for the Dominion con- 
test. In Lethbridge the labor men 
asked that they be allowed to 
name a candidate for joint sup- 
port, in return for the votes they 
gave farmer candidates in the Pro- 
vineial election. The request was 
refused, a split followed, and each 
group is putting a man in the 
field. At Wetaskiwin the other 
day, at the convention of the 
Strathcona U. F. A., when the head 
of the Dominion Labor party in 
this city started to plead for one 
Labor candidate in Edmonton, the 
delegates started for the door. The 
present outlook is that if a Labor 
man runs anywhere with support 
from the farmer’s organisation it 
will be because the chance of elect- 
ing a Farmer candidate does not 
look good enough te warrant the 
cost and risk of the campaign. 

The break, of couse, was bound 
to @ome sooner or later, and 
rather sooner than later. The 
farmer and wage earner have not 
enough interests in common to 
form the basis of a permanent al- 
liance. In a good many respects 
their interests are diametrically 
opposed, However free e may be 
from class selfishness, it is not eon 
ceivable that the farmer should 
grow enthusiastic in support of 
short hours and high pay for 
other people; together with old 
age pensions. a minimum »wage, 
unemployment doles, and the other 
items commont!y found on the pro- 
gram of the more ‘‘advanced” 
labor mz. An arrangement for 
political action wetween the man 
on the land and the man in the 
city pay roll has to be an artifi 
cia) one, framed without regard to 

lack of common objectives 
anid despite irreconcilable 
differences of interest. The ar- 
rangement between the United 
Farmers and the Labor forces in 
ihis Province was framed on those 
lines.
